YOUNG GIRL BARES 
CONSPIRACY STORY 


Stella Griffin Tells How She 
Was Influenced Into Mak- 
ing Charges Against Geo. 
B. Rauch. 


Stella Griffin, the young - country 
school teacher in the George B. Rauch 
blackmail case, yesterday unfolded in 
the superior court a story of criminal 
conspiracy that is yet to be paralleled 
in Fulton courts. 

She had already pleaded guilty to 
perjury. The three cases, those of 
Judge R. R. Jackson, C. C. Garrett 
and the Griffin girl, are being tried 
individually. 

She will be sentenced when the other 


cases are disposed of before Judge Hill. 
Whatever influence on her sentence 
her act in turning state’s evidence will 
have vrill depend upon future develop- 
ments in the trials of Garrett and Judge 
Jacksor?. The girl has confessed her 
entire complicity in the alleged attempt 
to blackmail young Rauch. 

The story she narrated 
stand Friday afternoon during the trial 
of Garrett shocked even the judges 
who heard her, and Judge Andy 
Calhoun, who presided over the 
first trial in the famous case, voiced 
his opinion that the girl was unbal- 
anced. He had been called to testify 
to her conduct on the occaston of the 
first hearing. 

Yields to Temptation. 

The story was that of a country girl 
who had come to the city, and, meeting 
vicissitudes and disappointments, had 
yielded to temptations that had caused 
her ruin. 

“T did not want to go into this scheme 
to get money out of Mr. Rauch and the 
others,” she at one time during her 
marrative stated, “because I didn’t want 
the folks at home to know I was crook- 
ed. I felt it would eventually get into 
ithe papers.” 

She spent most of the day upon the 
stand. But it was not until the aft- 
ernoon that she began revealing details 
of the alleged plot. She startled the 
courtroom when she mentioned the 
names of three prominent physicians— 
Dr. Frank Boland, George B. 
Wright and Dr. Ira Birdsong, averring 
that they were proposed victims of the 
conspiracy. 

With remarkable composure she sat 
throughout the ordeal, answering 
promptly the volume of questions put 
toeher by T. B. Felder, counsel for the 
prosecution, who is assisting Hugh Dor- 
sey, solicitor general. 

iinder questions from Mr, Felder, she 
recounted the story she had told on the 
stand in the courts of Judge Calhoun 
and Judge E. D. Thomas, accusing 
george Rauch, her acquaintance, against 
whom she issued bail trover proceed- 
ines to regain a check for $12,000 which 
she now confesses was never in ex- 
istence.

Memphis, Tenn., October 22:—Chan- 
cellors S. F. B. Heiskell and Francis 
Fentress today granted a continuance 
until November 8 in the ouster pro- 
ceedings against BE. H. Crump, mayor, 
O. A. Utley, vice mayor and _. police 
commissioner; W. M. Stanton, city 
judge, and. O. H. Perry, inspector of 
police. 

This action was taken under cer- 
tain conditions set forth by thé court, 
including agreement by the defend- 
ants that the prohibition laws are en- 
forced rigidly until that date, when 
the case is to be tried on its merits. 

The chancellora reserved the right 
to suspend the defendant officials 
from office in the failure enforce 
the laws.

Death of Mrs. Warren, of 
Abbeville, Charged to Her 
Husband, His Brother and 
to Charley Clements. 


Abbeville, Ga., October 22.—Follow- 
ing the disinterment of the body of Mrs. 
Clark Warren, whose death occurred 
here on October 5, the husband of the 
woman; his brother, J. B. Warren, 
and Charley Clements were arrested 
late tonight on charges of murder.

Germans. Twenty-nine women, he says, 
have been sent to Germany as prison- 
ers.

“All 
cafes are closed. No Belgian is al- 
lowed to go outdoors between 4 p. m. 
and 7 a. m.

London, October 22.-—The British 
foreign office tonight made public the 
report of the Rev. H. S. T. Gahan, the 
British chaplain in Brussels, who 
visited Miss Edith Cavell just before 
her execution, and also a report from 
Brand Whitlock, the American minis- 
ter to Belgium, to Walter Hines 
Page, the American ambassador ak 
London. Mr. Whitlock said he re- 
quested that the body of Miss Cavell 
be delivered to the School for Nurses, 
of which she was the directress, his 
request being referred to the ministry 
of war in Berlin. 

The Rev. Mr. Gahan said: 

“On Monday evening, the lith of Oc- 
tober, I was admitted by a _ special] 
passport from the German authorities 
to the prison of St. Gilles, where Miss 
Edith Cavell had been confined for ten 
weeks. The final sentence had been 
given already that afternoon. 

“To my astonishment and relief, I 
found my friend perfectly calm and 
resigned, but this could not lessen the 
tenderness and intensity of feeling on 
either part during that last interview 
of almost an hour. 

“Her first words to me were upon a 
matter concerning herself personally, 
but the solemn asseveration which ac- 
companied them was made expressly 
in the light of God and eternity. She 
then added that she wished all her 
friends to know that she willingly 
gave her life for her country and said: 

“I have no fear nor shrinking. I 
have seen death so often that it is 
not strange or fearful to me.’ 

Patriotism Not Enough. 

“She further said: 

“‘I thank God for this ten weeks of 
quiet before the end. My life has al- 
ways been hurried and full of difficul- 
ties; this’ time the rest has been a 
great mercy. Everyone has been very 
kind to me here. But this I would say, 
standing as Ido before Godand eterni- 


ty, I realize that patriotism is not 
enough. I must have no hatred or 
bitterness towards anyone.’ 

“We partook of the holy communion 
together and she received the gospel 
message of consolation with all her 
heart. At the close of the little service 
I began to repeat the words, ‘Abide 
with Me,’ and she joined softly.in the 
end. 

“We sat quietly talking until it was 
time for me to go, She gave me part- 
ing messages for relations and friends. 
She spoke of her soul’s needs at the 
moment and she received the assur- 
ance of God's words as only a Christian 
can do. 

“Then I said goodby and she smiled 
and said, ‘We shall meet again.’ 

“A German military chaplain was 
with her at the end and afterward 
gave her a Christian burial. He told 
me: 

“She was brave and bright to the 
last. She professed her Christian faith 
and said she was glad to die for her 
country. She died like a heroine.’ ”’ 

Whitlock Seeks Body. 

Mr. Whitlock, in inclosing the letter 
he wrote to Baron von der Lancken, 
the German governor, ax the request of 
President Faider, of the court of ap- 
peals in Brussels and the president of 
the Belgian school for nurses, asking 
that Miss Cavell’s body be delievered 
to the School for Nurses, of which she 
was the directress, said: 

“I have not received a@ written reply 
to my note to Baron Lancken on the 
subject, but he came to see me yes- 
terday afternoon and stated that the 
body had been interred near the 
prison of St. Gilles, where the execy- 
took place, and that under the 
regulations governing such cases it 
was impossible to exhume the body 
without written permission from the 
minister of war at Berlin. 

“He added that he had no authority 
to ask for permission to exhume the 
body, but that immediately upon the 
return of the governor general he 
would request him to take the matter 
up. 
“I shall hope to be able to tell you 
that we have at least heen able to ac- 
complish this small service.”

SERBIAN TROOPS 
RARELY SURRENDER. 


Amsterdam, October 22.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-A representative of The Lokal 
Anzeiger at the Serbian front tele- 
graphs that the desperate resistance 
of the Serbians is responsible for the 
relatively small number of prisoners 
taken by the Austrians and Germans. 

“Serbian troops rarely surrender, 
even in hand-to-hand encounters,” the 
correspondent says. “They fight until 
the last possible moment. Thus ¢here 
are enacted in the battles. horrible 
scenes of the wildest fighting, un- 
paralleled on any other front.” 
SERBS FIGHTING 
WITH DESPERATION. 

Saloniki, Greece, October 20.—(Via 
Paris, October 2.)—-Officers of the 
French and British expeditionary force 
in the Balkans, who returned today to 
Saloniki from the Serbian front, assert 
that notwithstanding the odds against 
Which they are fighting the Serbians 
are not discouraged. 

“I would not advise you to bet 10 
cents that Serbia will be crushed,” said 
one of these officers. “Last Thursday 
we were north of Ralia, in the sector 
where the Austrians and Germans are 
making their principal attack. It took 
them nine d&ys to gain eight miles 
on that front. 

“We saw long lines of Prussian and 
Austrian prisoners going to the rear. 
The Serbian line is absolutely unbrok- 
en. The Serbians are fighting every 
inch of the way. 

“Only five cannon of the allies and 
eight of the Serbians were lost around 
Belgrade, notwithstanding German re- 
ports. Seven of these cannon were de- 
stroyed before the city was captured.

SWEDISH SUBMARINE

Stockholm, October 22.—The report 
of the commander of the Swedish sub- 
marine boat Hvalen, which was attack- 
ed yesterday in the North sea, says: 

“The Hvalen was fired on by a Ger- 
man trawler in broad daylight at 7:36 
o’clock in the morning. The weather 
was clear, but the sea very rough. The 
shots were fired while the Hvalen was 
still in Swedish territorial waters and 
with the Swedish flag hoisted.

London, October 22.—King George 
has issued an appeal to his subjects 
to come forward voluntarily and aid 
Great Britain in her fight against the 
Germanic allies. “More men and yet 
more,’ the monarch says, “are wanted 
to keep my armies in the field and 
through them to secure victory and an 
enduring peace.” 

The King’s mesgage reads: 

“To my people: At this grave mo- 
ment in the struggle between my peo- 
ple and a highly organizea enemy who 
has transgressed the laws of nations 
and changed the ordinance that binds 
civilized iwturope together, I appeal to 
you. 

“[ rejoice in my empire's effort, and 
I feel pride in the voluntary response 
from my subjects all over the world 
who have sacrificed home and fortune 
and life itself in order that another 
may not inherit the free empire which 
their ancestors and mine have built. L 
ask you to make good these sacrifices. 

“The end is not in sight. More men, 
and yet more, are wanted to keep my 
armies in the field and through them 
to secure victory and an enduring 
peace. In ancient days the darkest 
moment has ever produced in men of 
our race the sternest resolve. I ask 
you, men of all classes, to come for- 
ward voluntarily and take your share 
in these fights. 

“In freely responding to my appea! 
you will be giving your support to our 
brothers who, for long months, have 
nobly upheld Great Britain's past tra- 
ditions and the glory of her arms.”

The clemency of the kaiser in pardoning 
several persons under sentence of death for 
aiding the escape of prisoner-soldiers from 
Brussels came too late to save poor Edith 
Cavell, and the pity of it is that had the 
inilitary court that condemned her to death 
on the same charge not been so instant in 
carrying out its unmerciful sentence—had it 
kept faith with those who pleaded for the 
woman's life—her death might have been 
averted. The same clemency would, no 
doubt, have saved her. 
No single

instance of terrible tragedy 
in a war which has steeled men’s hearts to 
the acceptance of -tragic incidents as the 
inevitable has caused such a_ universal 
shock as the martyrdom at Brussels of 
this woman, executed by order of the 
German military court. 

She was an Englishwoman, who had 
given her life to the service of humanity and 
for yielding to a woman’s humane, heart- 
appealing impulses, she gave up her life. 

The specific charge against her wag that 
she had aided English soldiers in Belgium 
to escape to England,- and likewise had 
assisted Belgians of military age to leave 
the country. This she did, she said, be- 
cause she believed that they would have 
forfeited their lives had they remained. 

This was her woman’s pleading before 
the military court, where every effort was 
made by friends of humanity to save her, 
on the ground of humanity—her services as 
head nurse an institute at Brussels, 
where she had watched over the wounded of 
all nationalities—nursed German soldiers 
back to life—these were brought forward in 
her behalf, but in vain. 

The execution convicted of 
espionage does not cause a shudder. It is 
in accordance with the military laws of 
nations; but this was a woman—against 
whom that charge was not even brought. 
Acting only on the tender impulses of a 
woman's heart, she did what she could, with 
no other thought than to be mercifully help- 
ful. For that she died. 

The deep, the human, world-appealing 
pity of that death, the natural horror of the 
woman—and of such a 
shadow on the world 
distinct and separate from all the dark 
war-shadows. Having served faithfully 
through love for humanity—having made a 
sacrifice of her life for others—having loved 
much, she should have been much forgiven. 

But military law could not reason with 
that higher law whose holiest attribute is 
mercy—that mercy which should be “en- 
throned in the heart of kings,” and which 
“becomes the monarch better than his 
crown.” 

And so this woman laid down her life for 
humanity. She went, as she said, “to mar- 
tyrdom;” and yet, as gladly as she had lived 
for others, as gladly she died for them. 

She has left a memory with the world— 
a memory of work for humanity, of love and 
self-sacrifice, and it shines out through the 
shadows of the war—a light that is pure 
and holy because it is the light of woman’s

THE LIVE AT HOME PLAN. 


The Arkansas Gazette says that the slo- 
gan under which that state has fought for 
a year has been: “Feed Herself, Live at 
Home,” and for another year it will be sup- 
plemented with: -“More Cotton on Less 
Acreage,”. which means that “by intelli- 
gent farming the acreage planted will be 
made to produce more bales at less cost.” 

It is pointed out that the live-at-home 
plan “will make it possible for farmers to 
gradually market the cotton crop, and the 
bankers will help by making loans on cot- 
ton that is properly warehoused.” 
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self-sustaining food crop idea having taken 
firm hold. 

The Tifton (Ga.) Gazette takes almost 
the same view as to conditions in Georgia, 
and says “it looks as though there will be 
a good many of our farmers doing some- 
thing else besides raising cotton.” 

On this line it cites the authority of 
The Pearson (Ga.) Tribune, which tells of 
the remarkable success of one farmer of 
Coffee county “who has become financially 
independent by the raising of food crops 
alone.” 


It is safe to say that the home-supply 


program will be very generally followed 
throughout the southern states, and that 
another year will see more farms _ self- 
supporting, while intelligent farming will 


get more cotton from less acreage. 


NO PREMIUM ON PIRACY. 
The action of the British board of trade 
with reference to appropriated cotton, and 


which was reported by cable on yesterday,’ 


reflects an interesting complication of the 
foreign cotton situation. 

By its action the British board of trade 
agrees to make final settlement for all 
American cotton acquired without contracts 
of sale, the price to be paid being the mar- 
ket value at the port of shipment on the 
date of shipment, as determined by prices 
of contractual purchases on such dates. 

This action indicates a shrewd effort on 
the part of Great Britain to sidestep the 
commercial consequences of the illegal con- 
fiscation of American cotton, and at the same 
time reap a commercial profit from the oper- 
ation of their own wrong. 

The universal law of conversion provides 
that where property is wrongfully converted 
and withheld from the possession of the true 
owner the measure of settlement is deter- 
mined by the highest market value attained 
by the property between the time of the 
conversion and the date of the settlement. 

Much, indeed most, of the cotton wrong- 
fully diverted by the British government, 
under claim of right or military exigency, 
was confiscated at a time when the price of 
cotton was fluctuating between 7 and 8 
cents per pound, but under the pressure of 
heavy demand and slack supply quotations 
have constantly advanced until no cotton 
can be had for less than 12 cents, in the 
open market, with 15-cent cotton seeming 
more than an immediate possibility. 

To leave the title to seized cotton open to 
future adjudication would mean payment of 
the then market value of all cotton which is 
judicially determined to have been wrong- 
fully seized. 

To meet this danger of the situation the 
British board of trade proposes to waive 
adjudication of the right of seizure and to 
pay for all seized cotton at the price pre- 
vailing at the time of seizure. 

American shippers, strongly backed by 
the United States government, will doubtless 
demand settlement for all cotton wrongfully 
seized, on the basis of highest market value, 
between the time of its conversion and the 
Mate of settlement. 

An adjustment on any other basis would 
result in royal bounty for the act of wrong- 
ful conversion, robbing the American ship- 
per of the actual enhancement in the value 
of his cotton and putting profits amounting 
to many millions in the pockets of those 
euilty of the deliberate invasion of Ameri- 
can rights. 

Such a result would be to put a premium 
upon piracy. 


GEORGIA’S FAIRS. 


County, district and state-wide fairs are 
now the order of the day in Georgia. The 
county and district fairs naturally come 
first, lasting anywhere from one day to a 
week, and assembling the products of a 
particular community for home exhibition. 

From county and district fairs the best 
exhibits—the prize winners—are selected to 
be shown at those fairs which comprise 
the products of the entire state. It is in this 
way the splendid fall showing of Georgia’s 
agricultural and domestic products is made 
up. 

There will be held this year, perhaps, 
more county and district fairs than ever be- 
fore in the history of the state. The reason 
is county fairs are becoming more and more 
popular as a yehicle for drawing attention 
to agricultural and industrial result and 
possibility; and, again, the farmers of Geor- 
gia have more and better produce to ex- 
hibit this year than they have ever had 
before. The Albany Herald calls attention 
to what Georgia is doing in this direction, 
and why the results are so well apparent in 
the fall exhibitions: 


Jeorgia is passing through a sort of 
agricultural regeneration. She is leav- 
ing undone, agriculturally speaking, 
many of the things she used to do, and 
doing many of the things she once failed 
to do. While cotton has not been rele- 
gated to the rear, and never will be, 
prominence is now being given to other 
crops that are no less important. The 
south is increasing its grain production 
at a rate not equaled in a quarter of a 
eentury by any section of the country, 
and the annual increase of acreage given 
to food crops on southern farms is of an 
industrfal importance which it would be 
difficult to over-estimate. Animal indus- 
try is also claiming some of that intelli- 
gent attention it deserves at the hands of 
our farmers, and there is to be noted a 
marked improvement in the strains of 
hogs and cattle in every south Georgia 
county. 


This explains why the fall fairs all over 
the state are so much better than ever 
before. The fact that they are of surpass- 
ing excellence in their exhibits is abundantly 
testified by Atlantans who have visited them 
this year in unusually large numbers, and 
who bring stories of diversified production 
indicating that Georgia has learned her les- 
son well.

“Outlook v. Present 
Business Conditions” 


(From The Manufacturers’ Record.) 

A few weeks ago The Manufacturers’ 
Record said that not since 1907 had the out- 
look for the south been so promising as at 
present, It did not, of course, mean that 
there igs as yet general prosperity throughout 
the sowth, for, unfortunately, it is the out- 
look and not present conditions which is the 
best in the last eight years. 

Not until this year’s crop and that brought 
over from last year has been sold to geod 
advantage; not until co-operation with rail- 
roads justifies a broad expansion. of railroad 
activities, in extensions and betterments and 
new roads; not until the eastern owners of 
great coal and iron properties in Alabama 
and elsewhere put into the development of 
these properties capital commensurate with 
their extent and their potentialities; not until 
it is seen that the attention given to diveral- 
fied agriculture this year is to be continued 
in the future, regardless of how high the price 
of cotton may go, will it be possible to say of 
this section that its actual prosperity is as 
great as it was before the panic of 1907. 

Actual conditions are steadily improving 
and the outlook is more promising than at 
any time since that year, but the full realiza- 
tion of this outlook will depend upon what 
the people of the south themselves do in 
turning possibilities into realities and what 
the capitalists and landowners of the east 
do to create tangible wealth out of the latent 
wealth in the coal and the iron and other 
properties which they control in the south. 


THE WAITER.

No study of natural history would be 
complete without a few carefully 
words on the subject of The Waiter. 

A waiter is a patient individual, whose 
mission is to teach the people how to wait. 
There are a great many thousand waiters, 
and most of them are devoted to their mis- 
sion. These are especially valuable in Amer- 
ica, where haste is the national curse. A 
good waiter can take the care of an impetu- 
ous American, who would sue the street car 
company if he had to wait five minutes for 
& car, and can not only make him wait half 
an hour for a soft boiled egg, but can make 
him pay for the wait as well as the egg. 

Waiters inhabit restaurants, hotels and 
dining cars. They are perfectly at home in 
the dining room, but are apt to get confused 
and bewildered in the kitchen when they go 
in search of food, and bring back a piece of 
asparagus ple to the man who has been 
clamoring for roast beef. The waiter is still 
the only known means of getting food from 
the kitchen to the customer, and science has 
been so busy perfecting the aeroplane and 
the automobile that it hasn’t had time to 
improve and perfect the waiter. It knows 
when to tackle a job and when to leave it 
alone. 

There are many varieties of waiters and 
their plumage varies considerably. In New 
York the waiter can be distinguished by his 
swallow-tailed coat, though this costume is 
greatly infringed upon by the diners. In 
Chicago he wears a long white apron, with 
the date of washing carefully stenciled on 
one corner. In St. Louis the waiter is dis- 
tinguished by his parboiled thumb, and in 
Milwaukee by his long prehensible fingers, 
which he has trained to grasp a dozen steins 
at a time. New York waiters are frequently 
of great wealth and fine education, and are 
able to translate the most complicated bil 
of fare for their less talented customers. 

The dining car waiter is in a class by 
himself, He is a cheerful chocolate colored 
acrobat, who can carry a plate of food down 
a reeling car aisle on a trot, and writhe past 
half a dozen patrons in the aisie, without 
spilling a drop. The dining car waiter is 
one of our most successful vaudeville acts. 

With all his faults, the waiter has a 
kindly, genial smile, which endears him to 
his victims. It ought to, because it Is a dear 
smile. It costs half a dollar to see a perfect 
specimen in Chicago, and at least two dollars 
in New York. The waiter its not ambitious, 
and no waiter has ever become president. 
On the other hand, no waiter would attend 
a monkey dinner without being well paid 
for it. As a rule, the waiter is placid and 
not easily upset, even when he is tipped. in 
aig the only way to upset him is not to tip

have been as much as 75 per cent. Other

AGAIN ADOPTED 


With a Few Minor Changes 
the Paper Will Go Back to 
Council for Action by That 
Body. 


The finance committee of council met 
yesterday morning and, with a few 
minor changes, adopted the same Oc- 
tober apportionment sheet formerly 
adopted and vetoed by the mayor. 

From a statement made by Mayor 
Woodward it is believed that he will 
approve the sheet.when it sis again 
adopted by council. 

The matter will be a closed issue, it 
is understood, when council meets 


again. 

When the committee was called to 
order by .the chairman, Councilman A. 
W. Farlinger, for the purpose of try- 
ing to make cuts somewhere to take 
care of a few emergency demands, the 
first thing it was confronted with was 
a request from the school department 
for $6,000 extra to pay for ‘teachers 
that were needed because of the unex- 
pected school attendance. This amount 
may be provided later in the year by 
special ordinance. 

A Squabble and a Quibble. 

There came near being a squabble 
before the meeting was over. It was 
called a “quibble,” and even this mild 
term caused a heated debate. 

Alderman C. H. Kelley introduced a 
resolution which, after some pream- 
bles, was as follows: 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That the 
mayor be requested to suggest specific- 
ally what changes he desires made in 
order that the sheet when passed will 
meet with his approval.” 

Councilman Edwin Johnson opposed 
the resolution and moved that it be 
laid on the table. He said there was 
no use trying to quibble. 

Alderman Kelley objected to being 
called a quibbler, and said he meant 
business, and was not trying to raise 
friction between council and the mayor. 

Alderman James W. Maddox said he 
agreed with Alderman Kelley. 

Councilman Farlinger said it was the 
duty of the committee to make up the 
finance sheet and let the mayor do 
what he believed was right.

The Mayor Had Already Spoken. 

In the meantime the mayor had made 
talk and left for another meeting.
